Compulsory School Age Is 6 


To 18 Under NCAV Law,

"West Lafayette people will have 


to arrange to enlarge the capacity of 
their schools, or the department of 
public instruction will compel "them to 
close the schools against the outside 
pupils. That would be the most un- 
fortunate thing that could happen to 
the eastern part of our county." 


That is the 
comment 
that L. C. 


Shaw, superintendent of the -county 
schools had to make Saturday on the 
crowded condition of the West Lafay- 
ette schools. Not only are the West 
Lafayette schools crowded but every 
school in the county, according to Pro- 
fessor Shaw, especially the Keene and 
Warsaw buildings. 


He said the number of pupils en- 


rolled in the county schools averaged 
from 10 to 15 per cent greater than 
It had for six or seven years. 
The 


Increase is noticeable in 
both 
the 


grade and high schools 


Mr. Shaw attributes this increase to 


the educational campaign which has 
been on foot for the past few years, 
and to the great number of education- 
al defects brot to light by the war. 
Then the new school law regulating 
the ages of minors exempt from school 
also tends to increase the enrollment. 


W. L. Craig, the new county school 


attendance 
officer, stated Sat. that 


he had been on the road visiting the 
various county schools every day ol 
the first week of this term. It is hi

And perhaps it would bo best to let it j?o at that, for volumes 
could give no more eloquent nairative of how they died. 


Killed in action '. No matter what the shortcomings of their 


officers. 
No matter how remiss go\ernments may since have 


been in capitalizing the supreme sacrifice they made. 
No mat- 


ter whether the ideals they died for are sustained by us who .sur- 
vive, in these three is the fuliillment of Duty personified. 
The 


failure if failure theie shall be, was not theirs. 


The call came; they answered. 
It is the soldier's part to 


die, not to ask questions. And now that our soil is to be en- 
riched by the poor bodies of three typical American boys who 
crossed the ocean in the belief that they were engagd in a war 
to make war no more, it is for us the li\ ing to ask what we have 
done—what we are doing—to sa\e future generations of 
American boys from paying the penalty paid by Lane and Jones 
and Wilson. 


To the grief-stricken relatives and friends of these three 


boys it would seem better if they could have been spared. It is 
easy, nay, natural ior them—for all of us—to argue that the 
community, the country, the world, would be better off if these 
bright, forward-looking, typical American boys rould have been 
spared. 
They \\ere sound of body and mind. 
They had re- 


ceived from childhood the nurturing care of good homes. They 
had just armed at the age of complete usefulness and the world 
always needs youth of this type. 


But their mothers and fathers, their brothers and sisters 


and friends \\ill all be advised today that the ways of Provi- 
dence are inscrutable and that it is best so. It may be, but to us 
it seems the answer to so mooted a question is largely up to us. 


They died the anguished <acrificcs to an Ideal. And if we, 


the living, are not as true as they to the ideals which weie held 
up to us thruout the Great War, then it is indeed a question if 
the world were not better off with them alive, they the willing 
ones, they the voluntary victims on the ghastly, horrible altar of 
War, to shame us with their living presence into a more devoted 
consecration to the belief that War is unnecessary and can be 
exterminated from the affairs of men. 


Today tribute is paid to the three dead bodies of Wilson 


and Jones and Lane 
Will it be a mere formalism'' 
Will il be 


a lip service? Will we shed a tear at their biers, doff our hats to 
the flag, follow them to their respective graves and banish from 
mind the Cause thev died for as the echo of the parting salute 
of their comrades dies on our ears? 


Heaven forbid! 
Mav America remain true to her ideals. 


These boys went forth in the firm faith that they were fighting 
to end all War. 
To them it sounded true for their President 


told them so; eloquent addresses in Congress and on a thousand 
people's Forums told them it was so, and the columns of every 
newspaper they picked up were filled with the idea. 


They died that others might be spared the same grim sacri- 


fice. All that is left of them is a noble example, a priceless tra- 
dition. The answer is left to us. Are we as simple in our faith 
as they? Will we face Duty as unauestioningly as they? 
Will 


•we tread the Future's mysterious path as unfalteringly as they? 


Their Recoi'd is written. Ours is in the writing. May'it be 


as unsullied as theirs.
